Philadelphia,, Oct. ;!i'.—Resuming 


his argument for the defense today 
in the federal suit to dissolve the 
United States Steel Corporation on 
the ground that It violates the anti- 
trust law, Richard V. Lindabury in 
the United States district court con- 
tinued to describe, the conduct of 
the corporation after it-; 
organiza- 
tion. At the outset, he 'denied that 
the earnings of the corporation were 
excessive but declared that on the 
contrary they were quite ordinary. 


To show that the corporation has 


always played fair, counsel told the 
court that the record in the case 
does not show a Single instance of 
rebates having been asked or receiv- 
ed by the concern or by any of its 
subsidiaries. 
In 19<T>. he said, the 


finance committee fearing that some 
of its subordinates mi.sht resort to 
rebates, sent a letter to the presi- 
dents of most of. the railroads with 
which the corporation did a trans- 
portation business, 
warning 
them 
against the giving of rebates to any 
representatives of corporations. 
The corporation has not attempted 


to coerce consumers, or dealers 
into 


trading with it exclusively, he assert- 
ed, nor baa it otherwise restricted 
their freedom of actipn. "If there ever 
was a record of clean doing and hon- 
orable business methods, we have it 
here,' said counsel. 


Speaking of the corporation's treat- 


ment of its employes, Mr. Lindabury 
gave figures to show that since the 
formation of the corporation the wages 
of its employes have been increased an 
average of 2800 per cent.

false the

charge that Mr. Gary and Mr. Frick 
had deceived President Hoosevelt as to 
the amount of Tennessee stock held by 
Moore and Schley. 


"There is no foundation for the 


charge," Mr. Lindalniry added, "and it 
should not have bcm brought in this 
case.

For years certain churches of Newark, identified 


with the 4llt'-Saloon League, have been open to the ad- 
vocates of Prohibition. People connected 
with these 


churches have hoard but one side of the question. The 
case against Prohibition lias never been presented in 
any of these pulpits. You are now asking the voters to 
render a verdict on the issue in your 
favor. Justice, 


reason and fair play demand that before this verdict on 
the issues of Prohibition and Home Bule is rendered, the 
people of these churches be given a chance to hear the 
other side. You would have no respect for the tribunal 
which denied to contending parties an equal chance to 
be heard. 


In view of the fact that the issues involve a great 


principle, together with millions of dollars in invest- 
ments, rents, wages and revenue, we submit the follow- 
ing proposition: 


We hereby challenge you to open one of these same 


churches to a public discussion of both sides of the Pro- 
hibition and Home Rule questions. Here is a resolution 
that opens wide every phase of the controversy: 


"RESOLVED, That the prohibition of the manu- 


facture and the use of intoxicating liquors for beverage 
purposes, is wrong in principle, un-Christian in charac- 
ter and powerless as a remedy for intemperance." 


Mr. 0. A. Windle, representing this committee, will 


take the affirmative of this resolution, and meet any 
man selected by you. Mr. Windle will also take the af- 
firmative of the following: 


"RESOLVED, That the Home Rule Amendment, 


repealing the Rose County Prohibition Law, should be 
adopted on the ground that said law is unfair and un- 
American." 


We suggest that three hours would be sufficient to 


cover both questions and that the first hour be given to 
the Home Rule proposition—all time to be equally di- 
vided. 


To give the people of the state the benefit of this 


debate, we suggest, in case you accept this 
challenge, 


that a stenographic report be taken by two experts, one 
to be named by each side, and that arrangements 
be 


made to publish a verbatim report in at least two New- 
ark newspapers, each committee to bear one-half the ex- 
pense of such report and publication. 


If Prohibition is right in principle, Christian in 


character, and effective as a remedy for intemperance, 
you should not hesitate to defend it on these grounds. 


On the other hand, if prohibition is wrong in prin- 


ciple, nil-Christian in character, and a quack remedy for 
intemperance, you should not seek to impose it upon the 
great State of Ohio. 


A declination to accept this challenge, or any eva- 


sion thereof, will be taken as a confession 
that your 


cause is defenseless, that you are willing to impooo upon 
the people of Ohio an mi-Christian policy, a wrong prin- 
ciple, and embody a fundamental fallacy in our consti- 
tution.

London, Oct. 22.—Through 
the 


official press bureau the government 
sets forth its attitude towards the 
ships of an enemy in the Suez canal. 
Some vessels it states were detained 
by the Egyptian government because 
of hostile acts committed in the ca- 
nal, and some because it was believ- 
ed that they contemplated 
hostile 


acts. In a third class are placed the 
ships which refused to leave, though 
free passage was offered, "thus dis- 
closing an intention to use the ports 
of the canal as a refuge—a measure 
not contemplated by the Suez canal 
convention." 


As such action might block the use 


of the canal by other ships it is con- 
tended that "the Egyptian 
govern- 


ment is fully justified in removing 
all the enemy's ships which have been 
long enough at canal ports to show 
clearly that they have no Intention 
of departing in the ordinary way."
